DRY DAYS 



Thres 0!d Tiiners Tell About the 
Great Drontfa of 1854 



(ilarrodsburg Herald) 

Three Old Timers were seated 

arnuiul the stove in Hotel Harrod 
oitice Monday swapping experi- 
ences of the days gone li>y. One 
<.f them, 86 years of age, brought 
up the subject of the grei|t drouth 
of 1854, and added that l|e believ- 
ed history would repefit itself 
during the summer of Ifi^O. He 
spid it did not rain front'June 15, 
■ }. to D'.'cember 10, of the same 
i-ur, wiicn a snow fell wiiich was 
followed by seasonable rains, an' 
1S55 was one of the m.ost abund- 
ant crop years in the liJstor}' of 
Kentucky. Duriag the great 
drouth. Salt and Chaplin rivers 
v.ont dry as did all the branches 
riiiil creeks in the count >^ He said 
ilhit cioi)s were so short that 
Iniinh'eds of barrels of corn v.cre 
luiulcd from Indiana by team and 
brought $10 a barrel; that many 
]>t-i)ple drove their stock a disl- 
i nce of 20 milts to the Kentucky 
river for water, a number coming 
from as far as Fayette county.

Much stock died on the way and 
\vh( n at last the river was reach- 
ed numbers of the cattle would 
stand on the sandl)ars of tlie riv 
er and drink imtil they would keel 
over and drop dead. The next 
year, 1855,- the copious rains caus- 
ed the corn to be so jilentiful that 
it could be bought at 75 cents anr 
ol a barrel, and peace and jjlenty 
reigned throughout the land. 

Then the second "tiddler," aged 
80 years, from the region of Per- 
ryville chimed inand endorsed ev- 
erything the first gentleman had 
said about ttie drouth, which he 
termed terrrible and heart rend- 
ing. He said in the W est End of 
Boyle county so much stock died 
of want of fot)d and v.ater tliat 
the farmers had not sufficient an- 
imals to plow their ground the 
following sjiring, so they v.-ent 
through the fields and pulled up 
the com stubs by the roots and 
planted the corn without plowing, 
and the yield was phenomenal. 

The third of the trio, a much 
vounger man, sai<l that it had 
been handed down to' him that in 
his neighborhood, near Oregon, 
drinking water was so -^arce dur- 
ing the drouth of '54, and whisky 
was so plentiful at 25 cents a gal- 
lon, that many people substituted 
it for water. He also added that 
he had been told that the farmers 
in his section drove their stock to 
what \^ known as Doug Wilson's, 
l)ond, the largest body o£ water in 
Woodford county. He related 
how he had been told that an in- 
quisitive inquirer, on hearing 
the above facts related, had asked 
how the farmers got their stock 
aero s the Kentucky, river, and 
tin r 1 ly was: "Why, they made 
the luiises. cattle and hogs swim 
acres'^. People couldn't pay to 
have that many animals ferried 
over. 

This reminded someone else in 
the crowd of the story of the old 
ilark\' preacher, w Iio in tlie midst 
of his orotorical oration abuut the 
creation, said : "An' den, bruddcrn, 
God made .\dam out o' mud an' 
set him up against de fence tp 
dry." In the back of the church an 
old brother got up' ami interrupt- 
ed. "Say, hold on thar a minnit 
Who made that fence?" To 
v.hich the preacher scornfully re- 
plied : "Set down thar, nigger, and 
shut yo' mouf ! Does yo' v^'antter 
de-trov all de philosophy of de 
world?"

European Ruin Would Involve 
America— Starvation and 
v;. Disease Rampant. 

T:^!i Moines, la. — Speaking before the 
General Conference of the ileiluulist 
i:piscopal Church, Henry P. Davison, 
chairman of tlie Board of Oovernors 
of the League of Bed Cress Societies, 
stiid: 

As chairman of the Convention of 
Rod Cross Societies, composed of rep- 
itseutalives of twenty-sevou nations 
tlmt met recently in GeneK-a, I am cus- 
todian of authoritative rei»orts record- 
ing ajipalling conditioiis among mil- 
lions of people living in eastern En- 
rope. 

One of the most terrible tragedies in 
the history of the liunum race is beinc: 
enacted within the broad belt of terri- 
tory lying between the Baltic and the 
Black and Adriatic Seas. 

This area im Indos the new Bfeltlc 
Stfttcs — Poland. Czecho slovakia, the 
Ukraine, Austria, Hungary, Roumania, 
Moaten^ro, Albania and Serbia. 

The reports wMch come to us make 
It clear that In these war-ravaged 
lands civilization 1ms broken down. 
Disease, liereaveni»'nt and sufferiJiR 
are present in pracGcally ev(>ry l.mist'- 
V hold, while food and clothing are in- 
sufficient to make life tolerable. 

Men. women and children are djing 
by ihonsands, and over vast once-civi- 
lizod areas there are to be found nei- 
ther medicinal appliances nor medical 
skill suflSdent to cope with the devas- 
tating plagues. 

Wholesale starvation Is threatened 
in Poland iliis snnimer unless ^he can 
procure food supplies in larire iiuanti- 
ties. There are now approximately 
250,000 cases of typhus in Poland and 
in the area occupied by Polish troops. 

Worst Typhus Epidemic In History. 

This is jtiready one of the worstity- 
phus ep;demi< s in the world's history. 
In Galicia whole towns are crippled 
and business suspended. In some* dis- 
tricts there is but one doctor to each 
l.'i'.XOOO people. 

In tilt Ukniine, we were told, typhus 
and influenza have affected most of the 
population. 

A report from Vienna, dated Febru- 
ary 12, said: "There are rations for 
three weeks. Death stalks throu^di tlie 
streets of Vienna and takes unhinder- 
ed toll. 

Budapest, according to our iuforma- 
tloii, is one vast city of misery an<1 

suffering. The nninber pf deaths is 
douhle that of births. Of tlie IGO.OfKJ 
children in the schools, 100,('k>0 art- de- 
pendent on public charity. There are 
150,000 w.orkefs idle. 

Typhus and smallpox have invaded 
the four countries composing Czecho- 
slovakia, and tliere is lack of medi 
ciaes, s6ap and physicians. 

In Serbia typhus has broken out 
again and there are but 200 physicians 
to minister to the needs of that entire 
country. 

In Montenegro, where food Is run- 
ning short, there are but five physi 
clans for a population of 450,000. 

America Overflowing With Riches. 

Returning,' to the Unidnl States i 
few weeks ajro with all these liorrors 
ringing in my ears, I found myself 
once more in a land whose granarie 
were overflowing, where health and 
plenty abounded and where life and 
activity and eager enterprise were in 
the full (icod.

Plan to Aid Central Europe.

2. That Congress call tipon the Pres- 
ident to appoint a noiipDlitical com- 
mission of throe Americans, distin- 
guished for their character and exec- 
utive ability and commanding the re- 
spect of the American people. Such 
a commission shonid include men of 
the type of General Pershing, Mr. 
Hoover or ex-Secretary Lane. I would 
invest that commission with complete 
power. 

3. I would have the commission in

from its date, and I should have no 
doubt as to its final payment. 

5. TiiinKMlialely the plan was adopt- 
ed I would liave <jur government in- 
vite other governments in a position 
to assist, to participate in the under- 
taking. 

6. To set forth completely my opin- 
ion. I should add that in the final In- 
structions Die Aii\erican people, 
through their government, should say 
to the commission: 

"W'e want you to go and do this job 
in such a manner as, "after study, you 
think it should be done.
